Egyptian dispute the Egyptian Legation at AMMAN disseminated 
propaganda to the effect that the ex-Mufti of JERUSALEM 
was recruiting Palestinians from Jordan and GAZA to join 
the Egyptian "liberation" forces against the British. 

2* The Egyptian Legation would never disclose the 

number of recruits actually enlisted. This was because 
their propaganda was, in the first instance, an attempt 
to stimulate pro-Egyptian feeling among Palestinian 
refugees rather than an indication that Haj AMIN was in 
fact indulging in any serious recruiting. In this 
connexion pro-Egyptian circles in AMMAN gathered at the 
time that the CAIRO Government regarded any offers by the
